EDITORIAL CORRESPONDENCE.' 

Cot Hotel, Pbovidenoe, B. L, 
June 26, 1866. 

Last week the City of Providence, R. I., was 
the scene of a brilliant Musical Festival, .in 
which many Singing Societies from New York, 
New Jersey, Pennsylvania, and Massachusetts 
took part, on ihe invitation of the Leiderkranz 
Society of Providence. Although in the num- 
ber of singers engaged it cannot be compared 
wjththeJSaengerlest held in.New : York a year 
ago, yet in most points of artistic excellence it 
exceeded it greatly. 

The Liederkrahz, of Providence, undertook 
the Herculean task when they projected this 
Festival, for the details of work necessary to 
transport, lodge, and feed from six to eight 
hundred men, to arrange for places of meeting 
and performance, and to decide upon a pro- 
gramme which should satisfy all, is a labor not 
of weeks but months. 

The organization of the Festival was en- 
trusted to Dr.„W. Gottschalck, President of the 
Providence Leiderkranz, who devoted nearly 
three months to the duties it involved, who 
found the task an onerous one, even with 
much assistance. The Festival committee was 
as follows : ■ _.

Tuesday, the first day of the festival, was 
ushered in by a glorious morning, cool, balmy, 
and delicious. The good city of Providence 
was wide^ awake very early, for the singing 
societies from New York, Philadelphia, New- 
ark, &c, were expected to arrive at 7 or § 
a, u), Notahlo preparations had been made to 
receive the welcome strangers, and to make 
them feel heartily at home. Many of the 
houses are handsomely decorated, and the G6r» 
man arid Amepjpajj flags are yepy generally 
displayed. Across Westminster street,' hear 
Weybossett street, a very elegant triumphant 
arch has been erected in evergreens, surmount, 
od by a motto of welcome, and ornamented 
with shields and many sentences of cprdiaj 
greeting. As early as 7 o'clock, the streets up 
whiph the sjngers were tp paps to the City 
Hotel, to be there reviewed and addressed by 
his Excellency, Gov. Burnsjde, and his Honor; 
the Maypr of Providence, were thronged with 
ladies, and the singers, as they passed through 
the arch, and alj. along the line pf march, were 
loudly greeted with applause and shouting, 
It was a most animate4 soene, and it was hard 
to Jell whiph was the happiest, the welcomed ov 
tbe welcoming. 

Before the City Hotel they paused in divu 
sions, and •vyere alternately addressed in 
speeches fu}l qf good wishes, by the Governpp 
from the balcony pf the hotel, and the Mayor 
from the street, after ivh}ch they dispersed tq 
their quarters, whioh comprised all portions of 
the pity and the outskirts, '. 

The New England Clubs, the Quartette Club 
of Hartford, Orpheus Club pf Boston, and the 
Frobsiun Club of Wprcpster, arrived in Previi 
denpe on Monday oveniug, and were most enr 
thusiagticaljy received. A salute of artillery 
was fired, and the singers alighted from the 
trains among the shpqting pf the multitude and 
the: noise of the pannon, The Frohsinn Club 
are the guests of the Turners, and the Orpheus 
Glee Club of Boston, Carl Zorrahn, President, 
are the guests of the Orpheus Club of this 
city.
